It harts me indeed to leam^ as I again did from Cretaianu's letter 
that the abroad are not gettijqg along veil. In this xoanner they 

will nerer succeed in establishing a gonremment in exile irtiich irould be 
recognised by the Western Powers, a fact which is Tery iiQ>ortant. However, 
if I can in any way contribute to the establishment of truth I shall be 
only too glad to do so. 

Mr. Nicbolas MaDnka belonged to that circle which was very close to 
v^T^£ Carol and inpesou and for that reason could not be considered 

as a true friend (of BuseniaV. However, he is a shrewd businessman ax^ 
industrialist. He knew that his industrial concern could espand only 
with the help (on the side of) Germany. The. concept »econnm1caUy wl^ 
Germany*’ was acceded by the greatest mmiber of at^pritatire polit i c i a n s 
in RnnwniR. However^ one cannot say that Mr. Malaxa went along with us 
100 per c^. Already in 1936 and 1937 he had connections with Skoda and 
ptwvrm. He also established a relationship with tonstrong-Vickers and I 
bad diff lenity in putting aside the distrust of him in Berlin and in mak- 
ing it very dear that we could nevertheless work with him. Shat Mr. 

was ever put in a special category (under a certain staiap) by the 
Germans is not true. At any rate, nothing like this occurred as Icmg as 
I represented the Belch in Bucharest, which was up until December, 19A0. 

Whether Mr. was an opponent of the eo-called Welfare (Mutual 

Assletanee) Pact, I do not know. When Gregoire Gafenou, who was named 
Foreign Midster after the removal of Codreanu asked me in January^ 1939 
how the German Agreement could be settled, X suggested to h i m, 

among other things, including a vast number of comnsroial agreements b^ 
tween our two countries, a thing which had been discussed for some time 
now. Carol and his Regime went along with this recommandation and 

there appeared in Bucharest delegations headed by Director Wohlthat, a 
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ministerial raxUc, to work out this agreement shortly before the closing of 
the negotiations^ there developed between the negotiators serveral points 
of dispute^ and 1 was asked to ehlp woiic these out, Qiese final st^s were 
interrupted in a most embarrassing way by the st\^>id and unfounded state- 
msnts of the Rxmimlan Minister in Loxsdon^ Ur* Tilesj who spoke of Gezman 
demands in the nature of an ultimatimi So far as I know^ l!r. Tilea did not 
receive directions from Bucharest to make such statements; -neve rt he^sssj n. J 
I was^in a position to indiSS^ this. It is entirely possible that Ur. 
Halaxa was the initiator of this step by Tilea; boireTer ^ X doubt that a 
man of his intelligence would have done so. Neverthblessj we succeeded in 
coming to an understanding on the controversial issuesj during the night 
which we spent in the house of Uinister Bugoiu; we succeeded in doing this 
in a manner satisfactoxy to both sides without resorting to pressures of 
any kind. 

It is entirely possibls that Ualaxa was in Gensauy in Beoember^ 1938 
or at the beginning of Jannaxy, 1939 in order to clear up a matter with ■ 
Codreana and at that tims brought up the question of a cooDsreial agree- 
ment. 

At that time I was on leave at Tegemsee and can only say that the 
plan of wor3dng out the differences was already in existence. At the end 
of ay leave, X did not return to Berlin, but went back to Bucharest; con- 
cerning the eonBsercial agreesent, as well as on other matters I received 
instructions before X went oh leave. Ur. Uaimca had no Inflnenoe on these.
